At certain seasons the bachelors go 
out of the water and doze on the shore, 
and a dozen men running between 
them and the sea may turn thousands 
of them inland. The drove is driven 
toward tho .slaughter ground slowly, 
BO that they may not become over- 
heated, which would injure the fur. 
The killing is done by blows on the 
head with clubs, their skulls beiug 
easily crushed. The fur as taken off 
tho seals is covered with a coating of 
coarse, grizssly hair, which is plucked 
out.

Sfovemljer' Vtli, ' they described themr 
uBlyjaft iiS Majesty's faithful subjeota, 
^d th^y asked for redress in the name of 
"the itaithftel people of North America." 
They immediately assumed powers which 
the State legislatures were incapable of 
granting to them, and wliicli only could 
huve proceeded from a people restored by 
revolution to their original rights of Hclf- 
govornmont. Tho first step of the grunt 
American revQlutiou may certainly be 
said to have partaken, bo far as the mass 
of the American people were concerned, 
much move of a national, than a Federal, 
oharaoter. But this particular character 
did. not mark all the noenes of the Ameri- 
can drama; for iastanoe, the Congress, 
which metin 1775) though appointed by 
the people mast be considered to have 
adopted the Federal rather than the na- 
tional principle. The articles of Confed- 
eration which thoy framed, were, how- 
ever, a rude attempt which was not rati- 
fied by the people, nor by the Provincial 
la iiHlatures. The next Congress— in 1776 
— was equally federal, for thoy declared 
the United Colouies to be free and iude- 
poudont states, aud, as such, to have pow- 
er to levy war, conclude pence, contract 
alliances, and ia short, to do all acts 
which independent states may, of right, 
do. Not one of these sovereign powers 

(had, aitiithat time, been exercised, nor 

_ha;ve ,they since been, exercised by any of 
the states. It must, however, be borno in 

' mihd at the same time that the Declara- 
tion of Independence admitted the sover- 
eignty of the States, aud that in tho pre- 

' paration of the new articles of Confoilcra- 
tion, in Oct. 1776, the meinbert! of (.'on- 
gress acted merely as ambassadors, and 
not even as plenipotentiaries. Those now 
urticlos were sent to the States for ratili. 
cation, but it was not until 1781, nearly 
at the close of the revolution(iry war, that 
the final ratification was obtained. It may 
Veiaid, speaking broadly, that the Unit- 
ed States were bound by this treaty for 
12 years, s&y from 1776 until 1788,' when 
{he present Constitution, which supersed- 
ed the 1776 apfangeinent, was framed. In 
the 1776 treaty " the several States were 
prohibited from having any relations with 
foreign powers, or contracting any al- 
liances with one another, except by con- 

. ■sent of Congress, but their general 
claim to do so was not further 
impugned. On tho whole, the federal 
and not tho national principle, was up- 
held at this petiod of United States hia- 

Jitory. The ceriod embraced six years nf 
war and ."ix of peace, and in oar next wo 
will endeavor to show how tho arriiUf,'(i- 
msnli among the different States iictaaliy 

' worked in praotice, and to what extent 
tho existing constitution of tho United 
States, as originally framed in 1788, em- 
bodied tho national as compared witli the 
federal idea. Our little outline sketch 
may cause some readers to study tliia par- 
ticular aspect of tho history of the Uni- 
ted States. This history, as we have al- 
ready said, must always be interesting to 
the people of tho Dominion.

EcrrbB Colonist :~Sir,— -The great 
Humphreys tragedy has played itaelf 
out and it and its untortunuto author 
have been extinguished with a splut- 
ter and left nothing but siuoko aud ill 
odor behind. The result has been a 
disappointment to .8omeaiabiig u3 who 
expected great revelations and at the 
least the upset of that Ministry whose 
accesaioa to power was, a few mouths 
aiuco, bailed with acolaiuations by the 
majority of the people of this Province. 
What was intended for a tragedy has 
turned out a moat ignoble farce, aud 
the most wonderful thing about it i« 
that any one of Mr. Humphreys' ex- 
perience of life should have come bo- 
tore the public so ill prepared to sub- 
stantiate charges which he so vaguely 
and industriously circulated. " 

Brother Thomns has narrated his 
"osporienceB" aud tho account ho has 
giveu of bid doiugs aud HufferiugB 
siuco bis induction iuto office Lavo 
something pathetic about thorn if it 
were not that tbe ludiorous forcibly 
obtrudes itself iuto the story. First, 
brother Thomas tells us, "he was ajD- 
proachod in au almost criminal man- 
ner" by some one whom, with no doubt 
amiable reticonco.ho forbears to uamo, 
probably in the pious hope that this 
depraved and -misgmded sD^ty who- 
ever he or she may &e, iviir' in "fime 
see tho error of their ways and aban- 
don a course of conduct which would 
infallibly place them under the strong 
arm of tho law. 

I presume that this felonous pursuit 
took place in Government street dur- 
ing the diurnal stroll between tho 
office and Metropolitan, but Mr. Hum- 
phreys is silent on tho subject. Of 
course during tho time Mr. Humphreys 
was in the olhce like an intelligent 
man keeping a sharp look out against 
a surprise. He is comparatively safe, 
but who shall say what terrors .shook 
his soul when, alone and unprotected, 
he took his solitary and anxious way 
through the felon haunted street. "Well 
might he linger:at the hospitable Me- 
tropolitan (whatever Dr. Tolmie may 
say) in the hope that the nameless 
villian might weary of his fell pursuit 
and go to bed. The terrors of that 
lone walk home in tho dead hours of 
the night, dodged and waylaid by tho 
criminal aforesaid were enough to 
make any mortal Minister hesitate ere 
tempting fate with such dire risks. On 
the precise nature of tho offense so 
darkly shadowed forth Mr.Humphreja 
does not enlighten us, poaaibly oat of 
regard for public morality. Could it 
be that Mr. Humphreys for greater 
security carried the debenture* in his 
pocket aud the nameless one sought 
folonously to abstract them therefrom, 
or was it something more dreadful for 
which Mr. Humpbrey^ waa appoach- 
ed. Perhaps the reticence wnich has 
been obporved in this matter was for 
our good — so it shall meet with our 
respect. I would, however, throw out 
tho suggestion that by paying too 
much heed to the amiable dictates of 
his own heart and soreening a 
would-be criminal from justice Mr. 
Humphreys may do an irreparable 
injury to society. Forbearance may 
bo carried to the extent of weakness; 
it would therefore be bettor to throw 
aside all such feelings, unmask the 
o£fender and mete out to him the just 
punishment allotted to suoh villainy 
by the offended majesty of the law. 
Mr. Humphreys does not tell us 
(though the information might bo of 
inestimable vnluo to his successior in 
oflice) by what means he foiled the 
machinations of tbe loysterioua vil- 
lain «o we must be content and thank- 
ful that be was in the office at tho 
time, and that he has gone through so 
fearful an ordoar, not only with virtue 
uuimparod but also witlj infinite access 
of wisdom and self-eatoom, and for 
which we have his own asBuranoe.

On doard thh "Mobavian" bound Foik 
LrvTiaiPooi., 22ua Feb., 1876. ■ ' 
' Deak Mu.— — .— a groat gap has takoO 
place in my (•orrL>si)oiidonoo, arising from 
tho circumstauco of tho diOioulty of writf 
ing in tho ours; a task which though 
pleasing I was obliged to abandon. And 
during the few days I spent at Ottawa I 
found it almost impossible to write partlV 
through biisinesB and partly through 
sight aeoicg. 

Of tho great cities which I havo in 
succession pas.sud through in my journey 
Eastward I can only gi\o geuoral im- 
pressions. But beginning with San 
Francisco and Chicago I yield the prefer- 
ence for weather ,^nd, prd'toire br'gryif 
dour to the city of grain befdre^ffie oity 
of gold. Tho splendid regions through 
which I jiasscd l)cforo reaching Canada 
gave mo Htichnu idea of wealth and bound- 
less resources that a.s a Drilish Columbian 
I felt small. Tlio approach to Ottawa is 
certainly discouraging; but now that I 
am in ttie gulf of St. Lawrence, on look- 
ing beck 1 am re-assurod, and feel proiid 
of being a Canadian. Notwithstanding the 
])r(;SL-ul df|in',-.si(")ii, tho aigiis of wealth, 
po])uhdinii u:id activity, hiive created an 
iuipri.-s;ii(ju about the Domiuion wbich 1 
did not before possess; aud yielding my- 
self for the moment to tho foremost 
passion of my own country,! almost think 
and dare to hope that the Pacific Kail way 
may not bn so very distant a fact after all, 

Howovor thono Kpeculutious are a little 
ont of myliuo, and more out of my depth, 
you will expect mo to say a word about 
our council. Though ijrei)arod for much 
the wisdom, experience, aud piety of 
that>ho.dy~were beyond my expeotationa. 
Tho dei'egrteBVere far tho most part men 
whose hair is growing grey, ; Eveiy man 
seemed a Christian orator. I think I 
have heard of tho term "Yankee Church" 
applied to onr organization. I would 
like to bo a yaukei;, if only thus I conld 
bo a Keforraed Episcopalian. Tho fea- 
ture which of all others, next to tlje re- 
ligion purity according to our comtnon 
fathers of tlio reformation, most deeply 
impressed all minds was tho eutiro obli- 
teraticm of uiitional landmarks in this 
couvutilion. One uf our lirethrcii from 
Now York said, "ours is a shaking hands 
church," and ho said b uly, wo forgot that 
we were Yankees or Britishers, and I 
think that tho Eeformod Episcopal 
Ciiurch, fimall and lowly though if he 
will boar it.s humble part in drawing us 
nearer together. I certainlj- go away 
with love to tiio Americans a distinguiah- 
ed passion in my breast. 

And Ottawa, before only a political 
sound will henceforth become henceforth 
to mo u name of aOectiou. Tho arrange- 
ments made by tbe brethren for tho en- 
tertiiinmont of tho delegates were admira- 
ble and displayed the genuine spirit of 
hospitality. For my own part I stared 
with the American Bishop Nieholsou the 
hospitality of Mr, aud Mrs. Burritt aud a 
more delightful week I never spent, Heel 
that I have formed friendships which will 
last through life. More names I can not 
mention without filling this letter. Tho 
Church under Mr. Collinson is in a highly 
flourishing condition. la the ten 
mouths of his incumbency tho oommuni- 
cants havo iuoreasod from fifteen to mora 
than Bovonty. To see the congregations; 
tho prayer meetings; to hear the singing 
and the responses was most inspiring. , 

Ottawa, it appears to me is in progress 
of booomiDg a beautiful city. Our Ameri- 
can brethren appeared most favourably 
impressed. They admitted the Oovorn- 
nient hnildings io surpass in beauty any- 
thing on tlio continent. At present it is 
fur inferior in size to Toronto (a really 
line city) ; and still, more to Montreal 
which seems to Uo thiT OMi^agb" Of " the 
East, but I am told its population is in- 
creasing in a rapid ratio. 

On embarking on tho splendid (Quebec 
steamer at Montreal I was struck with 
thopreponderanceOf tho Fren oh elements. 
Ou all sidea-X heard thatUvelpr tongue, 
Priests aud nhns some in picturesque 
character to the immense crowd. I sat 
ne.\t at dinner to two gentle ladies of the 
latter persuasion on boird tho Moravian, 

I must now draw this rambling letter 
to a close. I hope Ood willing to write 
to you from England. Meanwhile, with 
kind regards to all enqairiug friends, 
believe me.

They propose to prevent the In- 
dians now in the field from procuring 
further supplies of aiiimuuitiou. Stores 
at all tho agencies and posts will be con- 
flacated and a severe ponidty iiitlicted on 
any one who furnishes any hostile or 
agency Indian with powder and ball. 
Through friendly .I^i^ns the authorities 
have recently discovered attempts to sup- 
ply Sitting Bull with ammunition, and no 
Indirm will bo granted ratibns until he 
surrenders his arms. 

St. Padl, Minn,, -Vug. 7.— A Bismarck 
specuil to-day says tho steamer Carroll ar- 
rived this morning from Gon. Terry's 
o^p, having on board Gen. Forsytbe 
and' miihy sick' aid wovlhded soldiers. 
Tho Carroll on her way up, when near the 
nimith of Powder lliver, found ludiaus 
on both sides of the river, and for two 
tiours and a half they kept up a running 
fire upon tho boat, only wounding one 
soldier. , Gen. Terry has fallen buck 80 
miles from'his camp on Big Horn and is 
now near the mouth of Bosebud. Prairie 
fires envelope the surronnding country 
for miles and Terry finds grazing scarce. 
A scout from Gon. Crook got there Aug, 
2nd in a destitute condition. Crook was 
75 milos away from tl>ero and tho Indians 
were harassing him as ho attempted to 
reach f^fitn. The Indians picked ofif the 
men and stole bis stock and kept his 
march down to about six miles per day, 
Tho mon of both commands are reported 
as much disheartened.

Tbe StaWos of Mr. Andrew Allan 
ItiiriK^d. 

]MoKTHi;.\ii, iTuly 23. — Tho slnble;) and 
farm buildings at Lunderstouo, Point-anx- 
Trembles, Mr. Andrew Allan's model farmj 
were consutned hy fire yesterday. At about 
2:;t0 p. m. Andrew Clark, a groom, saw 
smoko coining out of tho door of tha 
stable facing tho river. Tho farm labor- 
ers at work ill the liohla were imiiiediatoly 
siunmoiied. Meanwhile, Mr. Clark ou- 
tered tl;i> stable, aud saved ono Clydes- 
dale maro, valued at §300, with much 
dilliculty. He then returned to rescue 
another of the samo kind and value. 
After great exertions lie managed to got 
it to tho door, but tho animal became 
altogether uncontrollable from four, and 
breaking away riisliod back into tho flame 
and smoke. While in the stable Clarke's 
head, neck and arms were burned, and he 
will bo unablo to work for some lime to 
come. When the farm laborers arrived 
tho flames, urged on by a utrong ,'*outli 
wind, had spread over tho whole r){ tho 
quadrangle. But little more than half 
an hour after tho first alarm was given tho 
conllagratlon was over. By great efforts 
some of tho stock was saved, including 
the horses Argyle, Helmold, Owen, Cut- 
ler and Rob Roy, and several fine hogs. 
The latter, which wore being fattened, 
were so overcome by the heat when e.\- 
jiosod to tho hun, that it was considered 
necessary to kill thorn. The cattle, being 
in the held, were saved. Tho farm house 
escaped owing to the direction >.of the 
wind, but the heat was so great that its 
occupants, as well as those residing in 
houses oloso by, removed their furniture 
and sought refuge in the fields. The 
buildings burnt covered about an acre 
and a half, and wero said to be ecjual to 
anything on tho continent. They con- 
tained stables for different classes of 
horses aud cattle, as well as root houses, 
hen houses, in which wero lately import- 
ed dorking and game fowls, a hog pen, 
which was nearly all burnt, and tho hay 
loft, which had boon filled a short time 
before the breaking out of fire. It is 
stated that none of tho men employ- 
ed ■putting in hay smoked while do- 
ing so. The cause of the fire is not 
known. It is fortunate tho Are did not oc- 
cur during the night. There is an insur- 
ance of 816,000 in the Citizen on the ag- 
ricultural implements, carts, sleighs, and 
tho (!lj-desdaio maro which wore burnt. 
Throe-fourths of this sum is insured in 
tlio North British, Royal Canadian, and 
IVIercantilo. The total amount of damage 
is 820,000 but tho loss to the insurance 
companies will not exceed §14,000 when 
tho salvage is taken off.
